DANIELS SAYS SIMS. 
DISREGARDS FACTS. 


‘With the Recklessness 
of,a Baron Munchausen. 
Alleges Sims Robbed 
Americans of Credit. 


Washington, May 14.— White 
house officials said today that 
President Wilson’s war-time ad- 
dress to the Atlantic fleet and mes- 
eage to Admiral Sims were 
laid before the senate naval inves- 
tigating, committee by Secretary 
Daniels with the full consent and 
approval of the president. 
Robbed of Credit by Sims. 

Admiral. Sims robbed _ Ameri- 
ican destroyers of credit due them 
by leaving the investigation of com- 
bats with submarines to the Brit- 
ish admiralty, Secretary Daniels 
today told the senate naval investi- 
gating committee. Had he known 
that American officers were not re- 
viewing the circumstances of bat- 
tlas between American vessels and 
U-boats, he would have perempto- 
rily ordered the admiral to adopt 
the secretary said. 


credit to the Americans were ac- 
cepted by Admiral Sims, Mr. Dan- 
jels said, although the British de- 
manded absolutely conclusive proof 
before giving credit for the sinking 
of a submarine in the case of an 
American vessel, while using a less 
rigorous standard in the case of 
British ships. 

Out of 256 attacks on submarines 
by American vessels, the British. 
gave the United States froces credit 
for only 24 successful attacks, most 
of which were listed as “possibly 
slightly damaged,” said Secretary 
Daniels, In only one case was full 
credit for the sinking of a U-boat 
given an American ship, he said, 
this being the destroyer Fanning, 
which sunk the U-58 and captured 


“Ih explaining why so few cred- | 
its were given for Known sinkings, 
the summary ¢ompiled by Admiral 
sthie rcatonnat, ‘"anies& p caatal 
dy unmistakable wréckage wae: ob- 
tained followifig an attatk if was 
pfactically impossible to definitely 
détermine the “results,’” said Mr. 
Daniels. ‘That prisoners or wreck- 
age were not absolutely required 
before a vessel. was credited with 
sinking a submarine is shown by 
the reports from: the British ad- 
miralty recoris of cases classed as 
known sunk.” 

The secretary then read records 
of encounters between British ships 
and submarines, in which credit was 
given for sinking the submersible, 
although neither’ prisoners nor 
wreckage were obtained.

“I do not blame the British,” 
said Mr. Daniels. “They were look- 
ing out for themselves, properly, 
but I do blame Admiral Sims for 
not protecting American interests. 
The United States navy is not ac- 
customed to having others decide 
what credits: shall be awarded to 
its men‘and vessels, and I know of 
no instance in which any other navy 
has alloWed this,” | 

Admiral Sims’, own reports re- 
futed the charge made in his letter 
of January 7 that destroyers were 
“rushed through brief and inade- 
uate preparation before being sent 
abroad,” the secretary said. He read 
extracts from Admiral Sims’ reports 
as follows: ” 

“Our ships made no demands of 
consequence upon the navy-yard 
facilities after arriving, in spite of 
the length of their passage under 
adverse conditions,” 

“Contrary to expectations, they 
were found to be Well equipped for 
their prospective duty, with the ex- 
ception of ‘depth charges.’ ” 

“The equipment and construction 
of our ships has proved adequate 
and efficient.” 

Turning to Admiral Sims’ crit- 
icism that the navy was unpre- 
pared for war in April, 1917, Mr. 
Daniels said that Admiral Jellico’s 
book on the battle of Jutland show- 
ed that “not even the British navy, 
expecting every minute a decisive

$1,720,000 COLLECTED 
BY STATE SECRETARY 


Validity of Act Has Al- 
ready Been Upheld in 
Opinion Given the State 
Highway Board by Its 
Attorney. 


Great interest was aroused among 
statehouse officials and attaches

Some idea of the amount of money 
involved in the attorney general’s 
construction of the act and of the 
public interest in the matter may be 
gained when it is stated that Sec- 
retary of State S. G. McLendon an.- 
nounced Friday that he had to date 
turned into the treasury funds from 
automobile licenses for 1920 aggre- 
gating $1,720,000 in round numbers. 

Requires Roll Call. 

Mr. Denny, it is understood, di- 
rects his attack against the act on 
the ground that Section 20 of it, 
providing for the distribution of the 
money raised among the counties in 
proportion to their post road mile- 
age, makes it an appropriation bill, 
requiring for its passage a call of 
the roll of both houses. Mr. Denny 
investigated the published journals 
of the house and senate and failed 
to find the ayes and nays on: the 
measure recorded thereon eas the 
constitution requires.

Washington, May 14.—Richmond, 
Va., showed the least increase in 
the cost of living of thirteen indus- 
trial centers of the country for 
which statistics covering the two 
years from’ December, 1917, to De- 
cember, 1919, were announced to- 
day by the department of labor. 
Richmond’s increase was 32.02 per 
cent in the two years, while Den- 
ver showed the largest increase 
with 38.19 per cent. The other in- 
dustiral centers and their increase 
in living costs are: Kansas City, 
Mo., 38.16: Atlanta, 37.89; Scranton, 
Pa., 37.10; Indianapolis, 36.53; 
Pittsburg, 36.17; Cincinnati, 35.24;

‘PRACTICAL CIVIL WAR 


PREVAILS IN IRELAND 


And It Is Claimed Britain 
Must Accept Challenge 
or Consent to Irish Re- 
public—Irish Burn More 
Barracks. 


London, May 14.—Decision by the 
government to make an early appeal 
to the country by a general election 
in an effort to fix up a definite Irish 
policy has been reached, according 
to rumors current in London last 
night. In well-informed circles 
these rumors are ridiculed, however, 
and as yet there has been nothing 
to confirm-them. 

Civil War er Republic. 

It is said the government feels it-

More Barrecks Bursed. - 
Dublig, May 14.—An_ official re- 
port issued this evening says that 
on Thursday night seventeen va- 
cant police barracks and huts were 
raided and wholly or partially de- 
stroyed. Five postoffices also were 
raided, the officials being held up 
by armed masked men. The money 
in the offices was’ taken and the 
instruments destroyed. 

In addition five revenue offices 
were raided and the income tax 
books removed. Notices were post- 
ed in various -districts conveying 
threats against persons who fail to 
abstain from speaking to policemen. 

In the raids on the revenue of- 
fices, no documents relating to old 
age pensions were disturbed. No- 
tices were left ‘behind: saying that 
nothing had been taken from them 
“except matter harmful to the Irish 
republic.” :

Britain te Use Troops. 

The plan of General Sir Nevil 
MacReady, commander of the gov- 
ernment forces in Ireland, looking 
to closer co-operation between the 
police and the military in an effort 
to suppress the disorders in Ireland, 
involves the establishment of mili- 
tary posts in isolated districts 
where the police barracks had to 
be abandoned because of attacks 
upon them, it is stated here on ap- 
parently good authority. 

The opinion of the British author- 
ities seems tq be that the digor- 
ders in Ireland, which they regard 
a sacts of rebellion, call for the 
use of soldiers ingstad of the po- 
lice. 

In line with this view, the mili- 
tary are already doing the patrol 
work, which is a dangerous job 
and hitherto had been left for the 
most part to the police. 

The proposal to establish mili- 
tary posts is resented by many of 
the Irish people, who regard it as 
the setting up of the block house 
system, which was first tried in 
Seuth Africa in the Boer war.

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Effort to Override Disap- 
proval of the Legislative 
Money Bill Fails by 
Vote of 170 to 127. 


Washington, May 14.—President 
Wilson’s veto of the legisiative ap- 
propriation bill as containing an in- 
fringement on executive authority 
was sustained in the house today 
against the effort of thé republican 
majority to override it. 

Though aided by a handful of 
democrats, the republicans failed 
by 28 votes to obtain the necessary 
two-thirds majérity to repass the 
bill .. over the president’s disap- 
proval. The measure then went 
back ‘to the appropriations commit- 
tee for elimination of the section 
objected to and will be returned 
to the house on Monday for passage 
in its modified form. 

The-republicans rolled up 170 
votes to overcome the veto, but the 
democrats cast 127 votes to sustain 
the president.

Appearing before a house commit- 
tee investigating ,.the sugar situa- 
tion, Mr. Hoover declaréd that the 
world shortage of the product was 
likely to continue two or three 
years. The pressing need was ra- 
tioning, he said, with immediate 


government action to control the 


supply through 
legalistic methods. 

Although the hearing related pri- 
marily to the action of Attorney 
General Palmer in approving a 
maximum price for the Louisiana 
crop, it reached out into a broader 
field after Mr. Hoover said he could 
give only ah “off-hand” opinion as 
to that proceeding. Mr. Hoover 
said, however, that the government 
should have bought the Louisiana 
crop last year, pocketing the loss or 
else selling to the luxury trade at 
an advance. 

Crowds Display Interest. 

The greatest interest was dis- 
played by crowds that sought en- 
lightenment on th@#shortage and 
high price of sugar, with its result- 
ant tax on the family pocketbook.

In Courts of Review. 


Courts of review, they say, have 
gone so far as to hold that a bill 
was legally passed even when the 
journals of the legislature show 
that it did not receive a constitu; 
tional majority, when its passage 
has been duly certified by ~ the 
speaker of the house and president 
of the senate and it has been ap- 
proved by the governor. 

Accordingly, the friends of ‘the 
legislation are .not greatly upset 
over the attorney géneral’s tenta- 
tive ruling, feeling that he might 
change his point of view when de- 
cisions which he had possibly over- 
looked are brought to his attention. 

Attorney General Denny left for 
his home in Rome Friday morning 
before consulting with the governor 
further about the matter.

Opinion Not Given. 

Governor Dorsey declined Friday 
to make public the opinion of the 
attorney generul, declaring that_he 
had not yet found time to read and 
digest it and that he did not wigh 
to give it to the press until hé had 
time to study it himself and to con- 
fer with the attorney general fur- 
ther about the subject. He was 
in conference Friday with H. J. 
Quincey, attorney of the highway 
commission, who, it is known, had 
previously given an opinion contra- 


ry to that rendered by the attorney | 


general. Just what effect, if any, 
the opinion of Mr. Denny would have 
on the highway department and the 
big projects which it has already 
under construction was discussed at 
length by them, it is understood, but 
neither of them .would talk about 
the matter afterwards. 

It is known now that the matter 
of the validity of the law grew out 
of a difference of opinion between 
the governor and the secretary of 
state as to the preparation by the 
latter of a budget for the expenser 
of the motor vehicle department. 

Early in January Governor Dorsey 
called upon Secretary of State Mc- 
Lendon to deposit aljl of the funds 
collected under the motor vehicle 
law in the treasury and to prepare 
a budget of his expenses so that 
what he needed might be drawn 
out by the governor’s warrant. 

This Secretary McLendon declined 
to do on the ground that the act

Last year The Constitution was 
one of the nib advocates in 
Georg!« of enactmenf of a piece of 


stata Icgislation by which nearly 
13,900 Atlanta people were required, 
beginning this year, to pay quad- 
ruple tribute to the visionary the- 
ory that some day there would be 
supplied in the state, out of their 
pockets, a series of magnificent 
highways. It mattered not a whit 
whether those 13,000 Atlanta peo- 
ple «ver ,traversed those highwaye 
or not; whether they sincerely 
hoped to live to see the dream real- 
ized or not, those of you who were 
dreaming forced upon them the 
payment of the tribute under the 
guise of a state license fee for the 
privilege of operating attomobiles 
and trucks—all motor apparatus— 
on the streets and highways of the 
state. 

This number has been increased 
since the last automobile registra- 
tion by the normal percentage of 


growth in that line which Atlanta 
has shown in all other lines of ex- 
pansion. It may be fairly estimated, 
then, there are now 15,000:or more 
pieces of motor apparatus in op- 
eration in Atlanta. This, at the 
lowest sensible calculation  repre- 
sents a valuation of from $7,000,000 
to $8,000,000. 

It now appears unmistakably the 
purpose of a faction in Atlanta— 
whether acting in the: real interest 


of the city as a whole or in the 
interest of the electric octopus—to 
provide regulations which will 
make useless to the business peo- 
ple of the city practically all this 


investment in so far as their avail-, 


ability in the business section of 
the city is concerned: for what 
service is the automobile of a busi- 
ness man to him if he is compelled 
to ride to his store or office in the 
morning, send his car back to his 
home and let it remain there all 
day? Is this what he is paying a 
quadruple state license tax for? Is 
it to impress upon him the great 
value ‘of country roads—paved and 
sixteen feet wide—over city streets?

Walton boarded the train at Gil- 


last night, taking a seat in a Pul® 
man. A pouch containing a ship-

Gilman. 
Suddenly Drew Pistol. 

As the flyer pulled out of Kan- 
kakee Walton stepped into the mail 
car and announced that he was the 
postal inspector. he avalked toward 
Elmer F. Harris, chief clerk, and 
his four assistants, then suddenly 
drew a pistol and commanded 
“Hands up.” The cierks obeyed. 
Harris and three of the clerks were 
ordered to lie on the floor. James 
E. Burke, another clerk, was forced 
to bind their hands behind them. 
Walton then tied Burke’s hands and 
set about in leisurely fashion sort- 
ing theymail pouches. 

Armed with~-the clerk’s key, he 
picked, out and rifled the bags 
which contained shipments of 
money, remarking “It’s easy when 
you have inside information.” He 
took a fraveiing bag from one of 
the clefks and put the money into 
it. 

After filling the bag Walton kept 
up a running fire of banter with 
the clerks until the train reached 
Englewood station, in South Chi- 
cago, shortly before 1 a. m. There 
he leaped out. 

Fifteen minutes later Patrolmen 
William A, Roberts and John Ken- 
dricks met Walton. Their suspicions 
were aroused by a bag he carried 
and stepped forward to question 
the man. Walton, with revolver in 
his pocket, fired through his coat. 
Roberts fell, shot: in the head and 
side. 

Walton leaped into the areawa’¥ 
; of an apartment building, while 
{ Kendricks dropped behiad Roberts’ 
| body €nd opened fire. After an ex- 
| chaage of shots, the policeman 
dashed forward and grappled with 
the man. Walton dropped the bag 
and fléu. 1

Y. M. C. A. and a 
letter addressed te Mrs, L. V. Wal- 
to No. 523 North Seventh street, 
St. Joséph, .were found in his 
pocket. 

Patrolman Roberis was rushed 
to a hospital, where he died after a 
few hours. He is survived by a 
widow and five children. Patrol- 
inan Thomas Serreter also was 
wounded, but probably not fatally. 

Walton had lived in the apart- 
ment where he was killed for sev- 
erel. weeks, according to neighbors. 
aA Rostal inspector’s badge, a mail 
pouch key and an Illinois Central 
time table, printed in: pencil on a 
card, were found on the-body. 

Walton was identified as a for- 
mer mail clerk by C. W. Sims, an 
officer of the Chicago Young Men's 
Christian association. Mr. Sims 
told the.police he received a letter 
from Mrs. L. V. Walton, ‘of St. Jo- 
geph stating that ‘her son _ left 
home three weeks ago and was be-

The authority given the home 
board to establish the New Orleans 
hospital requires that, the project 
meet with sufficient support from 
New Orleans Baptists and civic or- 
ganizations. Speakers assured the 
conyention that such support would 
be readily forthcoming. New Or- 
leans wants the home board to ap- 
propriate $500,000 to start construc- 
tion, the convention was told, and 
the remaining funds to be raised by 
campaigns in New Orileans and 
throughotit the Baptist convention.

Te Care for Aged Ministers. 

Baptist ministers of the south 
were insured against want in their 
declining years when they have out- 
lived their usefulness to the church 
by the convention which adopted 
the recommendations of its relief 
and annuity board presented by Dr. 
William. Lunsford, of Dallas, Texas, 
providing an annuity for preach- 
ers when they reach the age of re- 
tirement. , 4 

In a forceful argument for the 
adoption of the board’s plan, Dr. 
Lunsford declared, “when 2 man 
has come to the point of retire- 
ment he should not want for the 
necessities of life.” The conven- 
tion must see that its preachers are 
provided with adequate support dur- 
ing their.active service that they 
and their families may live in keep-\ 
ing with the dignity of their of- 
fice, Dr. Lunsford asserted. 

Dr. John E. White, of Anderson, 
S.'c., and Dr. S. J. Porter, of Okla- 
homa City, made eloquent pleas for 
the adoption of the relief measure. 

At the suggestion of Dr. B. C. 
Henning of Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
the convention directed its presi- 
dent, Dr. Gambrell, to appoint a 
committee to attend the memorial 
services to be held in Alexandria, 
Va.. Sunday in honor of Jeremiah 
Moore, a pioneer Baptist of George 
Washington's time, who “fought the 
pattle for religious liberty in George 
Washington’s home city” and laid 
the foundations for the Baptist de- 
nomination in the national capital. 

A resolution to urge upon south- 
ern congressmen the need of a Sun- 
day closing law for Washington, in- 
troduced by Dr. E. B. Jackson, of 
Alexandria, Va., was unanimously 
carried. The resolution recites ‘the 
vital importance of observing the 
day as a civil institution in this 
critical period of our national his- 
tory.” 

Instructions were given Dr. J. B. 
Gambrell and Dr. E. Y. Mullen, of 
Louisville, Ky., to visit Baptists in 
all parts of the world and carry 
greetings and a message of love 
from the convention. The expenses 
of the tour are to be met from pri- 
vate sources. 

Student Mission Movement. 

Growth of the Baptist student 
missionary movement in the south 
was reported by Dr. A. L. Aulick, of 
Fort Worth, Texas, who told the 
convention of the results of a sur- 
vey which revealed that there are 
now 30,000 students in the Baptist 
schools of the south. Baptist stu- 
dents in seven states, he said, have 
organizations and hold their own 
conventions. He urged the spread 
of student organizations among the 
70,000 Baptist students in the 
schools of the country. 

General secretaries of the con- 
vention boards were elected today 
as follows: Dr. J. F. Love, Rich- 
mond, Va., foreign mission board: 
Dr. B. D. Gray, Atlanta, Ga., home 
mission board; Dr. I. J. Vanness, 
Nashville, Tenn., Sunday school 
board: Dr. William Lunsford. Dal- 
las, Texas, telief and annuity 
board; Dr. J. T. Henderson, Knox- 
ville, Tenn., Laymen’s Missionary 
movement, and Dr. W. C. James, 
Richmond, Va., Baptist educatfon 
board. 

Continuation of American aid to 
Armenia was urged upon the con- 


vention by Dr. G. E. Webb, of New 
York, who described the horrors of 
the famine-stricken country and 
declared that unless the relief work 
of this nation was kept going thou- 
sands would die of starvation with- 
in a week.

Sims Called 2 Munchanusen. 

The admiral based the charge on 
the assumption that had there been 
@ million American soldiers in 
France by March, 1918, the war 
would have ended four months 
sooner, Mr. Daniels aaid. and: com- 


pleted the reasoning by assuming 
that the tonnage losses of 1917 pre- 
vented carrying that .number. of 
troops overseas by. that date and 
that failure of the American navy 
to co-d@perate heartily in the first 
months-of the war resulted in the 
heavy tonnage losses. 


Claim of Sims False. 


“Tt is mot necessary to wancer far 
into the realm of statistics or tech- 
nical questions to show the absolute 
fallacy of Admiral Sims’ claim,” Mr. 
Daniels declared. “He informed the 
committee that the net tonnage 
available for the allies May 1, 1917, 
was 27,000,000 tons. It is a matter 
of common knowledge that on May 
1, 1918, the tonnage was less than 
on May 1, 1917. Testimony given 
by Admiral Sims would indicate that 
the net loss during the year was 
about 2,000,000 tons. This is prob- 
ably a sufficiently close estimate 
for practical purposes. Now then, 
owing to the tonnage losses of 1917 
and. the early part of 1918, the net 
tonnage available to the allies had 
been reduced from 27,000,000 on May 
1, 1917, to 25,000,000 on 'May 1, 1918. 
Yet it is admitted by Admiral Sims 
that, in the spring of 1918, American 
troops were transported to France 
atthe rat of nearly 300,000 a 
month, or more than ten times the 
rate to which he said transportation 
had been rstricted in 1917 because 
of the destruction of tonnage. This 
simple fact refutes absolutely’ Ad- 
miral Sims’ statement ‘that the ton- 
nage losses of 1917 made it ‘impos- 
sible to transport any considerable 
American army’ and made it ‘neces- 
sary to limit the number of Ameri- 
can troops that could be sent abroad 
during the first year to an average 
of approximately 25,000 men . per 
month.’ ” 


Plenty of Ships for Troops. 


There was never a time, the wit- 
ness said, when tonnage was not 
available to carry troops and sup- 
plies to France as fast as they could 
be loaded and transported to the 
front, although it was “only by ex- 
treme exertions that this was*done 
during the rush of troops in April.” 
Allocation of ships to the United 
States by the allies was always the 
dominant factor, Mr. Daniels de- 
clared. 

“As a matter of fact, the Ameri- 
can army materially shortened the 
war,” said Secretary Daniels. “It 
got to the front as soon as it was 
humanly possible, not by chance but 
as a result of careful plans involv- 
ing complete co-operation between 
the army and navy, carefully carried 
out.” 

Mr. Daniels quoted Field Marshal 
Haig as saying that thé British 
(Continued from First Page.) 
armies were unable to intervene un- 
til nearly two years had elapsed in 
sufficient strength adequately to as- 
sist the allics. The war was over 
nineteen months after . the . United 
States entered, he said, adding that 
“no one can deny that within fif-

Cotton on hand April 30, in con- 
suming establishments, was 1,809,- 
253 bales of lint and 287,716 of lint- 
ers, compared with 1,379,392 of lint 
and 273,748 of linters a year ago, 
and in public storage and at com- 
presses 2,967,931 bales of lint and 
392,870 of linters, compared with 
3,976,257 of lint and 211,326 of lint- 
ers a year ago. 

Imports during April, 69,357 bales, 
compared with 36,463, and exports 
546,123 bales of lint-and 6,158 of 
linters, compared with 411,916 of 
lint and 951 of linters, in April last 
year. 

Cotton spindles active during 
April numbered 34,346,737, com- 
pared with 383,208,670 in April last 
year.

New York, May 14.—Business on 
the stock exchange today was dull 
almost to the point of stagnation.

Developments of the day were 
again susceptible of bearish inter- 
pretation, aside from the successful 
offering of new capital issues, these 
including notes of the Louisville and 
Nagdhville and Atlantic’ Coast Line 
roads for moderate amounts. 

The industrial situation continued 


to reflect the tense conditions cre-'| 


ated by the railroad strike jn the 
middle west, where the car short- 
age intensified the serious conges- 
tion of freight at terminals. 

Monetary conditions in the loca] 
market were not materially 
changed, although call money. rose 
to 12 per cent, the week’s maximum, 
after opening at 8 per cent. This 
was in large part attributed to 
heavy interest payments to the gov- 
ernment. In New England, the west 
and south, increasing strain upon 
credits was reported, 

Rails gave a better account of 
themselves than any other class of 
stocks, especially Texas and Pacific 
and several other issues of the west- 
ern and, southwestern divisions. 
Final prices for steels, equipments 
oils ‘and shippings were rather 
mixed, but higher_in the main. 

In point ©f intérest, ‘trading in 
stocks was at all times overshad- 
owed by the weakness of Liberty 
bonds and} Victory notes.

Corn traders appeared to be much 
impressed by the statement of a 
leading railway official that there 
is little prospect of better railway 
traffic conditions, and that grain 
prices would therefore remain high. 
It was argued that, the difficulties 
of the movement of corn to ter 
minal markets would be fully as 
great in July as at present, and 
that the buying side of the market 
continued to be the logical one. 

Besides, in connection with the 
urgent export call for breadstuffs, 
estimates were current that one 
million bushels of wheat had been 
bought for Europe within twénty- 
four hours, and that flour was also 
keenly sought for trans-Atlantic 
use. 

Oats ascended with corn in the 
absence of any special opposition. 

Foreign selling of lard had a de-

Washington, May 14.—Immediate 
use of a part of the government's 
revolving fund for the purchase of 
rail equipment was suggested to the 
interstate commerce commission to- 
day by the Association of: Railway 
Executives, to aid in relieving the 
present acute freight congestion, At 
the same time the senate adopted a 
resolution by Senator Reed, Mis- 
souri, calling upon the.commission 
for information as.to what steps had 
been taken towards _ breaking the 
traffic jam. 

The executives recommended that 


chase of equipment, especially cars, 
to meet the insistent demands of 
freight. Each road would be asked 
for a statement of equipment needs

The eexcutives offered also the 
following program for disposition of 
the remainder of the $300,000,000: 

A temporary reserve for judgments 
and claims against the railroad gd- 
ministration on the roads’ account, 
$40,000,000. 

Appropriation for the short line 
railroads, $12,000,000. 

A reserve to meet maturing ob- 
ligations, $50,000,000. 

Appropriation for additions and 
betterments which will promote the 
movement of cars, $73,000,000. 

For Purchase of Equipment. 

If maturing obligations of the 
various roads do not require full use 
of the $50,000,000 set aside for that 
purpose, the remainder should be 
turned into the fund for the pur- 
chase of equipment, it was added. 

The commission, should adopt a 
more liberal policy with respect to 
“weaker roads,” in the matter of 
securities accepted by the govern- 
ment, the executives urged. They 
declared that through this method 
the ends sought could be more eas- 
ily gained, since it worked ‘a\ more 
general development of adequate 
service. 

The commission was asked to join 
in urging enactment of the Cum- 
mins a’mendment to the transporta- 
tion act, because of the effect it 
would have in aiding the corpora- 
tions to expend greater sums - for 
equipment. It was said that if the 
five-year limitation were removed 
and extended to ten years for ree 
funding loans, the roads would be in 
better position to develop a com- 
plete program of equipment buying. 
As viewed by some of the execu- 
tives; the Cummins amendment 
would mean that the roads would 
have approxinrmtely $300,000,000 
more in cash than under original

While the executives were laying 
their program before the commis-’ 
sion, some of its members were en- 
gaged in investigations of the car 
shortage and freight congestion on 
which reports have come from all 
corners of the country. Several 
conferences on the situation were 
held with railroad representatives 
and with officials of the car serv- 
ice commission, the railroads’ 
agency, which is to work in co-op- 
eration with the commission in ap- 
plication of the car service pro- 
visions of the transportation act.
